Governor Bradley's much heralded in 
terview has been given eut and neither 
of the McKinley letters were used in the 
statement. 

The interview was caused by the puhli 
cation of the garbled portions of a letter 
written Major McKinley by Governor 
Bradley, but the interview does not at- 
tempt to tell what McKinley s letters 
contained, because of the Governor's 
idea of the proprieties about the treat- 
ment of a private communication. 

Bradley felt that an attempt had been 
made to impeach bis money record by 
means of that letter, and his statement it 
simply a defense of his currency posi 
tion, but not un attack on Major McKin 
ley 

A consultation of leading Republicans 
was held in the Executive office prior tc 
the giving out the interview. Several of 
these gentlemen were in favor of pub 
lishing not only the McKinley letters, 
but several letters written by leading Re- 
publicans, and received about the time 
the McKinley letter reached Gove 
Bradley. 

The Governor, however, refused U 
tertain any such preposition, insis 
that the letters were private, and could 
with due regard to honor be pub- 
lished. 
The interview follows: 
'I cannot permit the Washington dis- 
patch to The Chicago Record to pa^s un 
challenged In response, I deny that 1 
ever was the representative of Mr Henna 
in any way, nor is it true that my actfon 
was ever controlled or governed in the 
►lightest degree by what is politically 
ca'Ied in that dispaich the 'Piatt-Clark- 
son crowd.' There was never any com- 
bination between those gentlemen or any 
of them and myself or any of my friends. 
I have not attemped to make terms with 
Mr. McKinley or any ef his managers or 
with any one of the Presidential aspi- 
rants or any of their managers I have 
not offered to trade sixteen votes or any 
vote for the Vice-Presidency, nor will I 
be a candidate for Vice-President, nor 
would I accept a Cabinet position. 



"I did write to Mr. McKinley, and at 
the same time wrote to a number af lead- 
ing Republicans thr»ughout the country 
concerning the Kentucky campaign. The 
insinuation that I wrote favoring a strad- 
dle on tho currency question, or that Mr. 
McKinley advised me not to pursue such 



was the result of hard times, just as the 
greenback craze was the result of the 
panic ef 1873, is totally false. I did not . 
write him that A majority of the people 
in Kentucky were in favor of free coin- 
age, or that both parties were rapidly 
drifting that way.' My expressed ©pinion 
was that the Minneapolis platform waa 
too genera], and that the party must 
make a clear and distinct selection.

I 
have time and again declared in favor of 
tho gold standard with every dollar 
made of equal value, and against 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
My canvass was made on a platform em- 
bodying those ideas, and I adhere to that 
platform Bow. I believe that sound cur- 
rency will be the leading issue of the 
coming campaign. 

"The honor of the Republic and the 
welfare of the people demand its correct 
solution. It is far above persona) succesa 
individual advancement, and in this 
ur of supreme trial the Republican 
Convention should declare unhesitatingly 
in favor of the single gold standard. It 
time for quibbling or evasion. We 
may lose some Western states but this 
will be more than compensated by 
gains in the old slave border states. But 
bought that such a declaration would 
e the Republican nominee to be de- 
feated, I would none the less favor it, for 
success at the expense of National wel- 
fare would be neither creditable nor 
profitable. In justice to Mr. McKinley, 
I will add that the statement in today's 
Courier-Journal that he wrote me recona- 
ling the 'Adoption of a plank with a 
strong free silver tinge' is not true.
